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July 3, 1837. Stated Meeting —The Right Rey. B. T. On 
derdonk, D. D., took the Chair. hie ee 

The Secretary and General Agent reported the writing of a 
large number of letters on the business or the interests of this 
department of Missions. 

He also reported that he had completed the editing of the Domes- 
tic Department of the 7th No. of the Spirit of Missions, and that 
two thousand copies of the Proceedings of the Board of Missions, 
with the Reports of the two Committees and of their Treasurers, 
and other matters appended, making a pamphlet of 130 pages, 
had been printed by order and under the direction of the Secre- * 
taries and General Agents of the Committees, and were now in 
the course of distribution among the clergy and laity. 

The Secretary and General Agent further reported, that on the 
6th Sunday after Trinity, July 2d, he preached in St. Mark’s 
Church in this city, on the subject of Missions, when a collection 
was made for Domestic Missions, amounting to $376 20, 

The Constitution making it the duty of the Secretary and 
General Agent to submit all his measures, before their adoption, 
to the Committee, for their approval, he submitted the following 
measure as being, in his opinion, in conformity with the recent 
action of the Board of Missions in the premises, and with the 
views expressed in that body, viz: to officiate, with the permis- , 
sion of the respective rectors, on Sundays, (as shall be found con- 
venient,) and have collections when it shall be deemed advisable 
in the churches of this and the neighboring cities, and in such 
other churches as can be reached in perhaps one day’s travel ; 
thus being at the post of duty here during nearly the whole of 
each week, and yet directing considerable attention to the in- 
crease of the funds of the department. Occasionally his journeys 
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may be extended so far that he will officiate two Sundays withi- 
out returning to the city in the intervening portion of the week ; 
but not so far as to prevent his regular attendance with the Com- 
mittee at every meeting, and with the several sub-committees at 
their meetings; nor so far as to interfere with the prompt dis- 
charge of ‘all business connected with, or growing out of, such 
meetings. In this way he supposes that on at least two-thirds of 
the Sundays during the year, he could be officially employed. 

Whereupon, on motion, 

Resolved, That the measure now submitted by the Secretary 
and General Agent, has the approbation of this Committee. 

About thirty communications were brought before the Com- 
mittee, and acted on or referred to sub-committees. 

The instructions to Missionaries were amended so as to adapt 


_ them to the rules sometime since adopted by the Committee, for 


its own guidance in its operations in dioceses having bishops ; 
and are as follows :— 


Instructions for Missionaries in the employ of the Domestic Com- 
mabiee of the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal 
hurch in the United States, as adopted July 3, 1837. 


It is considered the duty of each Missionary in the employ of 
this Committee, in addition to the discharge of his clerical func- 
tions, agreeably to the obligations of his ordination : 


1. To give immediate information of the station to which he 
has been assigned, if appointed for a diocese having a Bishop. 

2. To be faithful as an agent for the distribution of all Bibles, 
Common Prayer-books, Books and Tracts, furnished him by this 
Committee ; and to endeavor at his station to increase the funds 
of the Committee, either by stated collections, or by some mode 
of systematic charity. 

3. To keep a journal of his Missionary services; of which an 
abstract—containing a statement of the number of such services, 
and of the places where they were performed, and of the Bep- 
tisms, Marriages, Confirmations, Communicants and Deaths, with 
any other facts throwing light on the state of his Mission—shall 
be forwarded to the Secretary of this Committee, at its office in 
the city of New-York, on the first days of the months of January, 
April, July, and October, in each year, or within ten days previ- 
ous to the same. 

4. To state in his report for the last quarter of each year what 
amount he has received for his support from other sources than 
this Committee during said year, and how much he can reasonably 
anticipate the coming year. 

5. Not to remove or be absent from his station without the 
permission of the Bishop of the diocese for which he has been 
appointed ; or, if there be no Bishop, (unless for some urgent 
and unavoidable cause,) without the permission of this Com- 
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mittee ; and in case of such removal or absence, with per- 
mission, or for any cause, the Missionary is required immediately 
to inform this Committee thereof, together with the cause of it. 

6. To draw for his salary up to the first days of the months of 
January, April, July, and October, in each year, 


The draft must be in the following form :

The salary of each Missionary shall commence from the time 
of his entering on his duties at his station under an appointment 
from this Committee, and be computed only for the time in which 
he has been actually engaged in the duties thereof. 

No draft for salary will be honored unless a report of the Mis- 
sionary services, for which the draft is made, has been sent to the 
Secretary of this Committee, as required by the third of these 
instructions, 


A resolution was adopted, authorizing the Secretary and Ge- 
neral Agent to employ a clerk in the office, at a salary of $300 
per annum. 

Apalachicola, Florida, was adopted as a Missionary station. 

The Secretary and General Agent having been instructed at 
the last meeting to give a statement respecting the several sta- 
tions, reported on the subject : 

Whereupon, on his motion, 

Resolved, That the Committees on Indian, Northern, and South» 
ern Missions be instructed to report on the re-appointment of the 
Missionaries in their respective departments ; and on the salaries 
of the Missionaries respectively, and that they be requested to 
present their reports on these subjects at the first stated meeting 
in August ehsuing. . 

The Secretary and General Agent having been also instructed 
at the last meeting to prepare and submit a circular to be ad- 
dressed to the members of the Church, submitted one according-. 
ly: 

Whereupon, on motion, 

Resolved, That the said Circular be approved, and that its pub- 
lication in the several religious papers of the church be requested ; 
and that it be published in the next number of the Spirit of Mis- 
sions.— See Editorial. 

The following was adopted Pp a By-Law. 

The Secretary and General Agent shall have power to call a 
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meeting of any of the Standing Committees, whenever, in his 
opinion, it may be necessary. 

July 17. Stated Meeting —The Rev. Mr. Jones was called to 
the chair. 

The Secretary and General Agent reported the writing of 
fifty-one letters on the business of the Committee, or in relation 
to its interests; that he had prepared the greater part of the 
matter for the Domestic Department of the 8th No. of the Spirit 
of Missions; and that, on the 8th Sunday after Trinity, the 16th 
instant, he presented the subject of Domestic Missions to the 
congregation of St. Paul’s Church, Sing Sing; when a collection 
was made, amounting to $60 27, including $3 25 from the Mis- 
sionary box of the Sunday School. 

He likewise reported that he had made arrangements, in part, 


_ for officiating in a number of churches between this and the next 


stated meeting, which would be on the 7th of August; and that 
he purposed, in conformity with the plan approved at the last 
meeting, to leave this city on Saturday, the 22d instant, and to 
return, if it should please God, on the 7th of August, in time to 
meet with the Committee in the evening of that day. 

On the report of the Committee on Northern Missions, Rich- 
mond, Wayne co., Indiana, was adopted as a Missionary station. 

On the report of the Committee on Southern Missions, a reso- 
lution was passed, fixing the salary of the Rev. J. J. Hunt, some 
time since appointed Missionary to Athens, Georgia. 

Between thirty and forty communications received the atten- 
tion of the Committee at this meeting. 
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MONTHLY ABSTRACT. 


July 4, 1837. Stated Meeting —Right Rev. B. T. Onderdonk, 
D.D., in the chair. 

The Secretary and General Agent reported proceedings in 
Boston in behalf of the China Mission, on occasion of the depar- 
ture of Rev. Mr. Boone and his wife from that port. 

_ Several letters were read, but little business transacted. 

July 18. Stated Mecting—Rev. Dr. Eastburn, in the chair. 

Letters from several of the Missionaries were read. One 
from the Rev. Mr. Southgate, stated his determination to proceed 
alone to Persia, and to seek, by the blessing of God, to accomplish 
as much of the object of his Mission as circumstances shall per- 
mit.—See Correspondence. 

‘The subject of travelling Agents (whose appointment on cer- 
tain conditions was sanctioned by the Board of Missions) was fully 
discussed. It was finally Resolved, that such service should, as 


far as practicable, be performed Pg Secretary and General 
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Agent, and measures were then taken for the purpose of secur- 
‘ing the services of the Rev. Mr. Brown as Assistant Secretary 
for the present official year, at the salary of $600 per annum. 
Mr. Brown to discharge the duties of the office during the ab- 
sence of the Secretary and General Agent. 

Several accounts were then passed, viz: For printing of Pro- 
ceedings of Board of Missions, one half to this Committee— 
Expenses of the meeting of the Board, &c.—freight of goods 
for the Rev. W. J. Boone from Charleston, and account rendered 
by Benjamin Howard, Esgq., for sundries on behalf of the Com- 
mittee. 


OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


DOMESTIC. 


Our readers will peruse with deep interest the following letter 
from the aged and venerable Brsnop Cuass, the pioneer Bishop 
of the west. We had designed to lay it before them at an ear- 
lier period, but were compelled to defer it. 

Robin's Nest, April 10, 1837. 

I write you by an amanuensis, my bodily frame is too weak to 
have it otherwise. I am on a couch before the fire in my Robin’s 
Nest, musing on the past, and anxious for the future welfare of 
the Church. My present sickness commenced last Sunday night 
a week ago, about midnight; I was then at a friend’s house at 
Monmouth, Warren county, about sixty miles from my present 
residence. I had preached twice, performing the full service, 
morning and evening. After spending with my friend and his 
christian neighbors several hours in pious conversation, I retired 
to rest, inseeming health. The air was chill, and the room cold ; 
and I awoke in great agony. A physician being called in the 
morning, and another at noon, I obtained a partial relief. ‘Tues- 
day was spent in great weakness, and on Wednesday I obtained 
a conveyance in an open wagon to Knoxyille, twenty miles to the 
east. Here I was invited to preach, but found myself unable. It 
cheered me to see my son whom I had sent for; but I was sorry to 
find that, on account of the swollen state of Spoon River, he had left 
my covered wagon behind, and come on with the horses only. As 
I was too ill to ride on horseback, a friend readily sent me forward 
inhis wagon. It both snowed and rained, but when we arrived at 
the river, we drove our horses through, and having first passed the 
baggage over the rapid stream, I had an opportunity of seeing the 
frailty of the vessel, the only one destined to take me across. This 
was a log of black walnut with the bark still on, hollowed out in 
the middle; the whole about twelve feet long, and just wide enough 
to admit myself with difficulty amid-ships on a wisp of hay: as 
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the man at the stern pushed off the little . the shore, she 
sunk with my weight to within an inch or two of the gunnels. 
“Can you swim?” said he—* Like a duck,” said I. “ All I fear 
is, if she turn over, I cannot extricate myself from my squeezed 
position in the log.” It was now that I experienced the great 
benefit of being acquainted in my early years with canoe naviga- 
tion. How often, when a child, on the banks of Connecticut river, 
a description of which Barlow gives us in these beautiful words, 
“ Nor drinks the sea 
A lovelier wave than thine,” 
have I swam and sported with a canoe similar to that in which I 
was here placed ; and how little did I then think that the hand of 
Providence was training me to surmount dangers at the advanced 
age of sixty-two! God, who ordereth all things in mercy, was 
as much the Author of the teaching in the former case, as he was 
of my preservation in the latter. With grateful hearts we reached 
the shore, and mounted the muddy bank. Few things could be 
more acceptable to my thirsty palate, (for I was indeed in a fever,) 
than the overflowings of the clean troughs, filled with the fast 
droppings of the delicious sugar water. Here my horses were 
attached to my covered wagon, and we rode to French Grove. 
I staid in a cabin which sheltered us from a storm, accompanied 
by thunder and lightning, during most of the night. Knowing 
that I had to pass the waters of the Kickapoo before I should see 
my loved family, the acuteness of my anxiety was tempered only 
by an humble trust in that Providence that had sustained me 
through so many difficulties. When we arose in the morning, 
the whole surface was, as you may imagine, after the flood, more 
aqueous than terrestrial. Every rivulet was a bold and rapid 
stream, and every slough was now a rivulet. : 
The day on which I set off from French Grove was most un- 
comfortable to me, though in a covered wagon. The snow blew 
horizontally nearly all the time in passing the prairie, which, by 
reason of the deepness of the mud, (the frost just going out of the 
ground saturated by the last night’s rain,) was done at a slow 
walk. I became chilled, and suffered much. In this condition, 
the two lone houses constituting all that is called the town of 
Charleston, were extremely welcome ; that of Mr. Haughton’s 
had a comfortablestove in it, which warmed my benumbed limbs 
till I felt gourage to go on further, and reach the house of Mr, 
Powell. ere we learned, by the return of a traveller, that the 
Kickapoo Creek was overflowing its banks, and could not be 
crossed, either by swimming or with a canoe. “But is there 
no way of surmounting this difficulty,” said I—“ I must see my 
family, and be ministered to by the hand of skilful kindness, or T 
perish.” There is a skeleton of a bridge about a quarter of a mile 
above the fording place, raised since you left home, and the strin 
"pieces are on; but it is ten or twelve feet from the dent which 
supports the farther end of the string pieces to the opposite bank, 
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and the water on each side of the bridge I suppose is in great 
depth.” “ But can I get upon the string pieces ?” ‘You can ride 
with your wagon through the water, and see what you can do,” 
said Powell, “and I will send my brother on my pony to assist 
your son in taking care of you; but I fear it is too hazardous.” 

The distance between Mr. Powell’s and the Kickapoo is nearly 
three miles. We passed it tardily, and not without feelings of 
terror at the sight of the wide-spreading waters as we looked off 
the high to the low lands and bottoms of this now swollen 
stream. ‘“‘ Direct us, O Lord, in all our ways, and further us with 
thy continual help,” was the petition graciously heard in this our 
great extremity. 

We left the fording road when first we met with the deep wa- 
ters, and kept round to the left on the highest meadow lands, 
having to cross but a few deep places, till we came in sight of the 
new skeleton bridge of which Mr. Powell spoke. It towered 
above the rapid stream below, and was supported by three bents 
or frames, across which lay two courses of string pieces, the one 
about twelve and the other twenty-five feet long, and the whole 
kept from giving way to the current by a large oak tree, against 
which, on the leeward side, one of the frames rested. As there 
was great depth of water before we could reach the bridge, we 
had to leave our horses and wagon and seek a way amid the high 
grass further up the stream—this we found; and we came down 
the bank that hung over the main stream till we could touch the 
timbers. 1 felt relieved when this was achieved, and sprung upon 
them as if renewed in strength. My dear son Henry was by my 
side, and Mr. Powell’s brother followed after me as far as the first 
tier of string pieces reached: but here’ he stopped, holding to 
the great oak tree, and saw my son walking on one of the long 
string pieces, holding a staff at one end, while I walked on another 
string piece having hold of the other. 

Blessed be God, my head did not swing, nor was my strength 
abated till I reached the farther bent or frame, still ten or twelve 
feet from the opposite shore. Here I found the cap-plate of the 
frame had not a level, but an inclined surface like the roof of a 
house—this being narrow, also, I feared it would suffer my foot 
to slip, and if it did so, all would be in vain to save me from 
plunging into the rapid stream below. I was on the middle 
string piece equally distant from either corner of the frame. 
While standing here I turned round, and though in great danger 
myself, could not but smile at the sight of my friend Mr. Powell, 
still clinging to the great oak tree. Filial tenderness banished 
fear from the bosom of my son, from whom now I received the 


most essential assistance. He sprang from one timber to another 


as on wings to obey my orders. From the up-stream corner of 
the frame on which I stood, there was a small pole extended to 
the bank or shore, and underneath it another from the brace to 
the shore ; these poles were about three feet apart, perpendicu- 
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larly, and what added the security of my getting to shore by this 
means, was the fortunate circumstance of the upper pole being 
pinned to the end of the long string piece on which it lay. In 
view of this unexpected facility, I made out to summon courage 
to walk on the narrow and slicing cap frame to the corner: when 
there, alas! how was I puzzled to put my knees in the exact 
place which my feet occupied! Had I been young, light and 
supple, this might have been done easily. But with me it was far 
otherwise. Besides my age and corpulency, there were the pa- 
ralyzing effects of broken limbs and ribs, occasioned by my being 
so often thrown from my horse on frozen grounds, and upturned 
in coaches as in Cumberland. How did I feel when now my 
body refused to bend, when not to bend and yet attempt to throw 
myself from my feet to my knees would have plunged me head- 


long into the chilling stream, which, in my present sickly state, 


might prove my death, even if I should by swimming, save my- 
self from drowning. Never had I more reason for the blessing 
of a clear head and a firm faith in God’s supporting hand than 
at this moment. ‘“ Go”—said I to my son who was on the small 
poles above described—‘ Go and get a firm rail, which resting 
transversely on the string pieces, may catch my body as I throw 
my feet from the place on which I stand.” He did so, and I 
found myself by these means with my feet on the lower and my 
hands holding the upper pole, and thus praising God, I got 
safe to land. I was then two miles from my dear family. 

How I got home—and how happy my dear wife and family 
were in receiving me safe from so many dangers of five weeks 
absence, may be easily imagined. 

April 12.—I am a little better to day : and, by the additional 
strength of a few grains of quinine, think I can give you under 
my own hand a short account of the whole of my Episcopal tour ; 
also answer your kind letter of the 10th of February. 

I set off from the Robin’s Nest the last of February: and the 
next day proceeded down the Illinois River in a Steam Boat. The 
first field of duty was at Alton—where is placed the worthy and 
Rey, Mr.De Pui. By the blessing of God upon his pious and 
unremitting endeavors, I found here a great door opened, for a 
Bishop’s usefulness. Would that one more able and worthy than 
myself had been present to improve this favorable opportunity 
of doing good to the perishing souls of men. I preached three 
times and confirmed, and administered the Holy Communion. 
The Episcopalians are laying the foundation ofa large church in 
a conveniently conspicuous place in this fast rising city. I should 
have gone over land to Collinsville and Edwardsville, where is 
the Rev. Mr. Darrow, but it rained almost incessantly ; and even 
when at St. Louis, which city I visited in hope of seeing 


oh yp Bishop Kemper, I found it impossible to cross over what is called 
the “ American Bottoms” without great hazard of my life,—I re- 


passed the Illinois River, as far as opposite to Rushville, and with 
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much difficulty through the worst of roads, reached that interest- 
ing village. Here I consecrated their sweet little church—and 
listened to their sighs for a clergyman, confirmed, baptized, ad- 
ministered the holy communion, and preached morning and 
evening—all alone! Alas, how unlike an Episcopal visitation in 
primitive days! : 

The best mode of conveyance was given me to Mount Sterling, 
a rising town seventeen miles west of Rushville. There I preach- 
ed on Wednesday evening. The next day a carriage came for 
me from my good friends in Quincy, and the same took me on 


‘as far as Clayton, where, on Thursday night, I preached to the vil- 


lagers hastily collected. 

On Friday, passing through a town most rapidly rising, where 
two years ago there was nothing, (called Columbus,) I went as 
far as Quincy, one of the most beautifully situated as well as 
fast improving and healthy cities of the far west. 

_ For an opportunity of paying this lovely place an Episcopal 
visit at this time, I shall always be grateful to divine goodness. It 
was here | found 18 communicants of our Apostolic Church, who, 
with their families and others, friendly to our means of grace, 
were formed into a parish called henceforth the parish of St. 
John’s Church, Quincy, Adams county, Illinois. I baptized adults 
and infants, and administered confirmation, and the holy com- 
munion, and preached twice on Sunday, besides solemnizing a 
matriage after all was over—and this also all alone. By-the-by, 
this speaking more than four howrs, without the least intermission, 
does not look like longevity in an old man of 62 years!—A few 
more such tours as this will bring down what strength I have left 
in my journey, and shorten my days. With a heart full of grati- 
tude to God, and love for his dear people in Quincy, I proceeded 
on Monday up the “ Father of Rivers” in a steam-boat with Cap- 
tain Holcomb, of the Olive Branch. I love to write this man’s 
name and that of his boat in full, because of his Christian cha- 
racter and gentle manners. In passing up the Rapids, he was 
the means of saving a poor boy, aged 13 years, who fell over- 
board, and of bringing him to his fond parents, who saw him 
sinking far astern of the steam-boat as they thought for the last 
time. But Captain H. was at that moment alone in the yawl by 
by his side, and caught him! !—When the little fellow was leav- 
ing the boat to go into the country at the “ Yellow Bank,” the 
Christian-hearted Holcomb gave him a Bible, and bade him learn 
in that book, through whose mercy he had been saved from a 
watery grave. All who witnessed this modest but true acknow- | 
ledgment of our holy faith wept tears of sacred joy. 

t was my intention to proceed up the river to Galena, and 
visit the Rey. Mr. Gear and his flock. But the ice being not yet 
clear from the river, and my time already allotted being spent, 1 
concluded to pass immediately across the country to my home. 
The distance, the way I should go, would be from seventy to eighty » 
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miles, and the mode of conveyance precarious. I went on shore 
at Okwaka the last day of March, a day as uncomfortable on ac- 
count of the cold and piercing wind as any experienced through 
the winter. The next day I rode in a wagon to Monmouth, and 
was welcomed by the good Mr. Prentiss. The rest you know at 
the beginning of this letter. y 

The next view you will get from me, will probably be soon 
after the Illinois convention, which meets on the 14th of May. 

In the mean time, I entreat the prayers of yourself and those 
of the Missionary Committee.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 


EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM THE REV. HORATIO SOUTHGATE, JR., 
MISSIONARY TO PERSIA, DATED 


Broosa, Asia Minor, April 21, 1837. 
Rev. and dear Brother—I left Constantinople on the 10th inst 
for a short excursion into the interior of Asia Minor. Several rea- 
sons induced me to undertake it. My studies at Constantinople had 
closed, and nothing remained to detain me there, For my progress 
in Turkish I thought it best to throw myself among the people, in- 
stead of poring over grammars and lexicons in my retired room. 
Besides, | wished to visit this city, one of the most important in the 
Ottoman Empire, and to gain a little experience in travelling, be- 
fore making final preparations for the tour. The state of my health, 
moreover, demanded a relaxation from severe and protracted 
J study, and the. conviction that I could find more opportunities of 
doing good in travelling than in any other way, added another 
motive. My wish from the first was, to come as freely and as 
intimately as possible into contact with Mussulmen. I have there- 
| fore adopted the Turkish dress, and am travelling without any in- 
: terpreter or servant. A single portmanteau contains all my bag- 

f gage, and my only companions are my Bible and Prayer-book, 
Thave nothing at present to say of my journey hither, as I 
shall send you a full journal after my return to Constantinople. 
A slight indisposition has detained me here longer than I antici- 
ated. My arrangements are now made for leaving on the 24th. 
go directly to Smyrna, and thence, after a few days, return to 
Constantinople, where I shall await the arrival of my colleague. 
In first contemplating this excursion, I had intended to have 
_~ taken with me copies of the Scriptures, and other religicus books 
for distribution, but in the present excited state of popular feel- 
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ing this is impracticable. To attempt it, would be seriously to 
hinder investigation, and would itself be useless. A young Greek 
sent out into the neighboring villages as a distributor of the Bible, 
has just returned to his employers with the report that he has not 
been able to dispose of a single copy. The people every where 
pronounced them Yasak (forbidden) and warned him that his 
personal safety was in danger. To what issue all this opposition 
will come, human judgment cannot foresee. For myself I feel 
very little concern about it. The work is not mine, that I should 
fear its defeat ; it belongs to Him who has all power in heaven 
and in earth. Opposition, I am sure, has awakened a deep 
spirit of prayer amongst these Eastern Missionaries, and so far it 
has proved a blessing. If it shall only produce the same effect 
at home, and teach Christians to rejoice less in their great schemes 
of beneficence, and to feel inwardly and deeply that they are no- 
thing without God, a most needful lesson will have been learned. 
Then will opposition prove but the last struggle before victory. 
The single conclusion to which all my investigations thus far lead 
me is this :—we need a descent of the Spirit of God upon all 
these nations. The best gift of the Church at the present mo- 
ment is prayer. Other means are needed, but they are wasted 
without prayer. 


Constantinople, May 10, 1837. 

Rey. and dear Brother—I arrived here from Smyrna on the 8th 
instant, just four weeks from the day of my departure. Of my 
journey I will say nothing at present, as you will read all that I 
have to say in my Journal, which I hope soon to forward to you. 
A matter of more immediate interest is now occupying all my 
thoughts. I received in Smyrna your two letters of the 14th, and 
23d February, forwarded from this place by Mr. Dwight. They 
contain the unexpected tidings of the providential failure of my 
second associate. I thank you for giving me some pre-intimation 
of it in the first letter, by which I was in part prepared: for the 
confirmation which soon followed. Even with this preparation 
it has proved a grievous disappointment. or atime it shook my 
faith and courage more than any former trial of my life. I regard 
it as one of the greatest evils that could have befallen my mission, 
and one of the sorest afflictions that could have fallen upon me. It 
is one of those inscrutable acts of Providence in which for the 
present we see no possible good that may spring from them. Such 
dispensations leave us no room for question or conjecture. Wemust 
submit without being permitted to know how or when the wis- 
dom of God will educe from them good. In the present instance 
I have not been left to doubt that He purposes results for his own 
glory, although my human judgment sees nothing but an unmiti- 
gated evil. I have not been accustomed to think that there was 
a single advantage in going forth alone to the missionary work, 
least of all to such a work as mine. My own experience and ob- 
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servation, since I have been abroad, have greatly strengthened 
this conviction. It is an evil to the man, to the Christian, and to 
the Missionary. Such, I will venture to say, is the opinion of 
every laborer abroad, and most firmly the opinion of those who 
have been longest in the field. This I know from personal con- 
ference with the oldest Missionaries in the East. 

For myself I believe that there is only one issue in which it is 
wise or even right for the Missionary, and above all for the explo- 
rer, to enter upon his work single handed, and that is when the 
Providence of God manifestly points out such a course, and he is 
of necessity shut up toit. Such is the issue in my own case. 
Two associates have been appointed, and both have been provi- 
dentially taken from me. The time of my remaining abroad is 
limited. The change in my colleagues, and the necessary delay 
of the last in his preparation, have already encroached upon it. A 
third appointment, and the delay which must again follow, would 
not only leave me idle for months, but would consume a large 
portion of the remaining time, already barely sufficient for the 
tour. No course then is left to me, but to abandon the work al- 
together, or to pursue it alone. I will not conceal from you that 
the decision at this point has cost me a painful struggle. Not that 
I kave seriously contemplated abandoning the work, but that I 
have had clearly before me all the difficulties and suffering that 
may follow my adopting the other alternative. With these full 
in. view, my resolution is made. If the Lord will, I shall start 
for Persia as soon as I shall have completed my preparation. I 
will then pursue my investigations just so far as prudence and 
duty may seem to dictate, holding myself at liberty to turn back 
whenever I find it impracticable or unsafe to venture farther. 
With this view, the opinions of my Missionary brethren here and 
at Smyrna, whose valuable counsel has been freely and kindly 
given, entirely coincide. With this resolution comes strength. I 
do not expect that doing the will of God will save me from a sin- 
gle trial which is to be looked for in the course that I am called 
to pursue. But I do expect that every such trial will prove a bless- 
ing to me, and, (what I trust [ am anxious for,) to my work and 
to the Church. I have never yet found reason to be discouraged, 


_ or despondent in the path of duty, and Iam confident that I never 


shall. The simple thought of doing the will of God, contains in 
itself an inexhaustible treasure of strength and consolation. If 
this will not sustain me, the choicest of human companienship 
would avail nothing. Be assured then, that I shall go forth upon 
my solitary wanderings cheerfully and gladly. 

Last, and above all, if the peculiar need in which I stand shall 
provoke the more earnest intercession of the Church in behalf of 


the Mission, the loss which we now regret, will at length prove 
itself to have been an unspeakable gain.

Athens, April 25, 1837. 


Reverend and dear Brother—The Rev. Mr. Benton and family, 


with Victoria, a native female teacher, who has been educated 
by us and long considered one of our most devoted assistants, 
have arrived safely at their destination. They went direct in a ves- 
sel from the Piraeus, had a disagreéable voyage, but write in good 
spirits. They were about to take a house for two years ; in the 
mean time great interest had been manifested on the part of the 
Greeks, and it was supposed they would have a good school under 
way immediately, which would be under the. care of Victoria. 
She knows a little English. 


LETTER FROM THE REV. JOHN PAYNE, MISSIONARY TO AFRICA, 
DATED 


Port Praya, St. Jago, June 11, 1837. 


As we haye fortunately found aship in this port, bound imme- 
diately to New-York, I gladly embrace the opportunity to inform 
you of our safety and health thus far on our journey. 

We left the Capes of Virginia on Saturday morning, the 20th of 
May, at 8 o’dlock, and after a passage of twenty two days, made 
the Peak of Martinez, on the Isle of Sal, the most northern of 
the Cape de Verds, and arrived in this port on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, the 18th instant, at three o’clock. Our time was passed 
far more pleasantly than we had any reason to expect. 

The winds have been generally fair and light rendering our 
vessel quite steady, and the sea unusually tranquil. Our worthy 
captain has also contributed much to our comfort by doing all in 
his power to make every thing agreeable around us. He has 
afforded us every facility for having religious services among the 
emigrants, and maintaining a proper religious feeling amongst 
them. We have had family worship with the emigrants on every 
morning and afternoon, and preaching with as much of the 
Church service as circumstances would allow, on Sundays. The 
attention and interest, manifested on such occasions by the emi- 
grants, afford some ground of hope, that our labors amongst them 
will not be in vain. In being thrown together with these return- 
inc exiles to the land of their fathers, we feel abundant cause to 
be thankful for the superintending care of our Heavenly Father, 
who has promised, that all things shall work together for good tq 
them that love God. The acquaintance which we shall by this 
means be enabled to form, will contribute much to our comfort 
and influence amongst them after our arrival in the field of our 
labor. God grant that this may be the case, and that by every 
means we may be effectually prepared to glorify his holy name. 
We expect to sail for Cape Palmas during the night or early in 
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the morning, and shall probably reach there in a week or ten 
days from this time. Mrs. Payne, and Mr. Minor, are both in 
good health and spirits, and desire Christian remembrance. I 
shall write you more fully upon reaching Cape Palmas. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


MADAGASCAR. 


The progress of Missionary operations in this island has pre- 
sented such varied results, that no one alive to the interests of the 
Redeemer’s kmgdom can contemplate them with indifference. 
The island contains three or four millions of inhabitants, and is 
remarkable for its fertility. The inhabitants consist of two races, 
the Negro and the Arab. In 1820, the most powerful prince of 
the island Radama, entered into treaty with the English govern- 
ment to abolish the slave trade, on certain conditions, among 
which were the receipt of an annual present, and the sending of 
ten young natives to England for education, and ten others to the 
Mauritius for the same purpose. About this period the London 
Missionary Society commenced their operations, and as the king 
mtties a strong desire for the education of his people, the 
work advanced with unusual rapidity. At first, only three were 
found having any knowledge of letters, but such was the popu- 
larity and extent of the schools, that in about fifteen years 20,000 
had been taught to read, and 2000 of these were young men taken 
into the employ of government. Twelve years however elapsed 
from the commencement of the mission before a christian profession 
was made by any of the natives. Since then, a large number have 
maintained a christian life, many of them amid the severest trials. 
The translation and printing of the Bible have been completed, 
many parts of the sacred volume having been long in the hands of 
the people. These portions the natives were accustomed to 
carry about with them for constant reference, and many affecting 
instances are given of their attachment to the sacred volume. 

In 1828, Radama died, and was succeeded by the present queen, 
who, for several years, permitted the missionary operations to 
continue unmolested. Reports, however, from several parts of 
the kingdom at last convinced the government that the religion of 
Christ was undermining the idol worship of their fathers. The 
temples were ‘deserted, superstitious rights were no longer re- 
garded as before, and a general inquiry into the truths of Christ- 
ianity was awakening. The queen and her counsellors became 
alarmed, a severe edict was passed, and the day of its taking effect 
was ushered into operation with discharge of cannon, and oyer- 
awing solemnity. All measures for the promotion of the gospel 
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were prohibited—the name of Jesus was forbidden to be usec— 
all religious meetings, religious instruction and worship, were 
denounced on pain of death, confiscation of property, and slavery 
to the wife and children. Nothing, in short, was tolerated but 
numeration, and learning to read. The Missionaries as foreigners 
were allowed to use their own worship, but they gradually retired 
from a position where they were entirely cut off from usefulness. 
Hundreds, however, of native Christians have declared their in- 
tention of suffering death, rather than do homage to idols, or pray 
to any but the true God. How much these persecuted believers 
need our prayers that their faith fail not. One instance of stead- 
fast faith is without a parallel, unless in the most trying scenes of 
christian history. 

“A Missionary from Madagascar informed me,” said the Rev. 
Mr. Knill, “that an insurrection broke out in one part of the 
island, and the army was ordered to march and quell it. Before 
the expedition set out, the national idol was to be produced, and 
the men were to be sprinkled with holy water in which the idol 
had been dipped. Three hundred of the soldiers had cast off 
idolatry, and when they heard that the idol was to pass in pro- 
cession before the ranks, they were in a state of consternation. 
The leader of the christian band requested his brethren to assem- 
ble in the evening, in order to consult as to what measures should 
be taken. The whole of the 300 could read, and each had a portion 
of the Scriptures. It was the unanimous opinion, that if they did 
not worship the idol, they would be considered as confederates 
with the rebels. Some of the men remarked, that they were poor 
feeble creatures, and hoped God would forgive them, though they 
did worship the idol; others alleged that they were married men, 
that if they refused to pay homage to the idol they might be put 
to death, their wives would be left widows, and their children 
fatherless. The leader of the party took his New Testament 
from his pocket, and having heard the opinions of his comrades, 
he began to put his school instruction into exercise, and read, 
“ He that loveth father or mother more than me, 1s not worthy of 
me; and he that loveth son or daughter more than me, is not worthy 
of me ; and he that loveth his life more than me, is not worthy of 
me.’ They all then knelt down to ask God to strengthen them 
for the day of trial; and afterwards pledged one another to stand 
to their resolution. One of them was a traitor, and went and gave 
information to the commanding officer; saying, that the 300 be- 
lievers, (for so they were called,) had resolved not to worship the 
national god. The leader was sent for, and he determined rather 
to die than to deny his Master. On being questioned, he acknow- 
ledged the fact; the commanding officer ordered the 300 not to 
attend when the idol was brought out, but told them that the god 
would be avenged on them. The army arrived near the spot 
where the rebels resided; it was almost impregnable, and the 
army had to pass through aravine between two lofty mountains : 
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the 300 Christian soldiers were ordered to proceed in the front 
ranks; but it was so ordered by Providence, that in the position 
in which they stood, the arrows of the enemy could not touch 
them. When the sun set, they were ordered to retreat; the roll 
was called, and not one of the 300 Christian soldiers was missing, 
though there had been great destruction among their heathen 
comrades. The other soldiers inquired by what means they had 
been preserved, and what paper it was which they had in their 
pockets: they replied the New Testament, which they had 
learned to read in the schools; but it was not that which secured 
them, but the God whom they served. The others requested also 
to be taught to read, and before the army returned, upwards of a 
hundred more professed the Christian faith.” 

In the Missionary Register for April and May, we find the fol- 
lowing notices of an embassy from the native Queen of Madagas- 
car to England. Connected, as we may trust it will be, with re- 
sults, favorable to the progress of Missions, and the advancement 
of the Gospel in that important island, we may see that God is 
preparing the way for atriumph of pure religion. How many 
hearts will rejoice when the Missionary shall again have free 
access. Prayer is not offered by the church in vain —[Ep.] 


Madagascar Embassy. 


An Embassy, consisting of six Officers in the service of the 
Queen of Madagascar, reached London early in February, the 
object of which is thus stated in the Missionary Magazine : 

Her Majesty, Ranavalo-Manjaka declined, soon after her ac- 
cession to the throne, to receive any longer the annual present, 
or equivalent, which had been made to Radama by the British 
Government, in consideration of losses sustained by suppressing 
the slave traffic ; the queen declined also, nearly at the same time, 
the residence of a British agent at her court. These changes in 
the queen’s policy rendered the intercourse between the respect- 
ive governments of the two countries less satisfactory than it had 
been during the life of Radama. A still more serious interrup- 
tion to that intercourse appeared to be involved in the measures 
adopted by the queen, early in 1835; when the profession of 
Christianity by her subjects was publicly prohibited by her ma- 
jesty, and Europeans virtually excluded from the country. 

Hence there is reason to think, that the Queen, having relin- 
quished the policy of Radama, on which a good understanding 
had existed between him and the British Government, consider- 
ed it expedient to send an Embassy to His Britannic Majesty, to 
express her wish to be still regarded as a friend to commerce, 
and as cherishing sentiments of esteem for the King of England. 

The Embassy was presented to his Majesty, at the levee held 
at St. James’s on the Ist March, and on the 7th, had an audience 
of the King at Windsor; of this visit to the castle it is said— 

The Rev. I. I. Freeman, (formerly Missionary to Madagascar,) 
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accompanied the Embassy at his Majesty’s express desire ; and 
had the honor of presenting the king with a copy of the Holy 
Scriptures in the Malagassy language, which had been trans- 
lated by the Missionaries, and printed at the mission press in 
Madagascar. His majesty received the copy of the Bible in a 
manner, which could not fail to impress the Embassy with a deep 
sense of the high regard entertained by the British sovereign for 
this volume of Divine Revelation—affording, by its existence in 
Malagassy, a satisfactory result of Missionary effort. 

During the interview his majesty introduced the Embassy to 
the queen, who addressed them with great courtesy and kind- 
ness. Afterward, while passing through the apartments of the 
castle, they had the honor of again meeting her majesty, who 
condescendingly entered into conversation with the Embassy ; 
and having learned, that although many had been instructed by 
the Missionaries, yet in consequence of an edict of the Queen 
of Madagascar, no native could profess christianity, her majesty, 
addressing herself to the members of the Embassy, said, “ Tell 
the Queen of Madagascar from me, that she can do nothing so 
beneficial for her country as to receive the Christian religion.” 

During their stay in London, the members of the Embassy 
visited the chief national establishments and some of the principal 
manufactories; and were accompanied by some of the Mission- 
aries now in England who had labored in Madagascar. On the 
6th March, they attended a meeting of the Directors of the Lon- 
don Missionary Society, Mr. Freeman acting as their interpreter. 
We heartily pray that the anticipations in the following extract 
may be speedily realized :— 

It is to be fervently hoped that the visit of the Embassy to 
England may ultimately pave the way for the re-introduction of 
the Missionaries into Madagascar. The members of the Em- 
bassy cannot fail to have been much impressed with the elevation 
and resources of this country; and, on returning home, caunot 
but widely disseminate information and sentiments obtained dur- 
ing their visit, and which, we trust, may excite a desire in the 
government of that important island to cultivate more closely the 
friendship of Great Britain—to admit Christian instruction as the 
source of national greatness, and to abolish those revolting and 
barbarous practices, which, at the present moment, render Mada- 
gascar a scene of cruelty and horror, at which humanity shudders.

The Embassy from the Queen of Madagascar, having had their - 

final interview with his Majesty’s Government on the 18th March, 

and received written communications for their sovereign, sailed 

for Calais on the 19th, on their way to the French capital ; after 

an interview with the French Government, they will sail from 
Bordeaux, on their return to Madagascar.

A very great increase of contributions to the funds of the 
Committee must take place, or the painful result stated in the circu- 
lar will be the consequence. Let every member of the Church 
consider that in neglecting to meet the urgent claims of duty in 
regard to Domestic Missions, he is helping to produce that result. 
Let every parochial clergyman, who has not yet brought this sub- 
ject before his people, and afforded them an opportunity of aiding 
this department according to their ability, consider that while he 
delays to act, a Missionary may be recalled, or his little stipend 
reduced one half.

To the members of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States : 

Dear Brethren—I address you by order and in behalf -of the 
Committee for Domestic Missions. It is now nearly two years 
since the Church in her legislative capacity acknowledged her 
Missionary character, and urged her members to meet the respon- 
sibilities of their holy calling. The wisdom of that proceeding 
commended it to general favor ; and, through the gracious influ- 
ences of the Hory Guosrt, a much greater degree of the Mission- 
ary spirit has since prevailed. 

The Committee, charged with the Domestic Missionary work, 
entered upon it with reliance upon the ability and the willingness 
of the Church to sustain them: and, in that faith which looks to 
Gop to move the hearts of his people to meet the claims of this 
holy cause, they have gone on, gradually enlarging 
thei peetianed till ie coe aaa Miyapur stots 

They have now nearly sixty Missionaries and teachers in their 
employ, who, by the blessing of Gon, are doing much in establish- 
ing and nurturing the Church, and in giving permanence to the 
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institutions of the Gospel, in the remote parts of our country, 
But from every quarter the call comes for more laborers. The 
Missionary Bishop and several of the Bishops of the western and 
southwestern dioceses, are requesting the appointment of addi- 
tional missionaries, and have in a number of cases nominated cler- 
gymen who are ready to go. 

The Committee appeal to the members of the Church for the 
means necessary to sustain those already appointed, and to ena- 
ble them to appoint more. To retain in their employ the pre- 

ent number, the department ought to receive about $25,000 the 
present .year; and the sum of $35,000 is necessary to enable 
them to send out the additional number whose services can pro- 
bably be obtained. 

' But, while the claims of our Domestic Missions are so urgent, 
and the opportunities of extending their benefits so numerous, the 
Committee are pained to be obliged to announce to the Church 
that they shall be compelled to refuse the most pressing appli- 
cations for aid, and to recall a large number of their Missionaries, 
unless there is a very great increase of contributions to their funds. 
For the last two months their receipts have not been equal to one 
half their expenditures; and the sum now in their treasury is 
only sufficient to pay the salaries which fell due on the first of 
this month. The painful result to which such a state of things 
will lead is obvious.. Shall it continue? Will the members of 
this church, under a sense of the mercies they are enjoying, and 
of the obligations of the baptismal covenant, suffer the Domestic 
Missionary work to be retarded? The Committee trust that 
such an event will not happen; that the members of the church 
have only to know the wants of this part of the field, and their 
faithful prayers will be offered, and a portion of their worldly sub- 
stance cheerfully contributed, for the relief of those wants. 

With earnest prayer, dear brethren, that this call upon you for 
aid will be met by aux giving each according to his ability, and 
as Gop has blessed him,

Western Africa—The Missi: naries who sailed from Baltimore, 
18th May, arrived in safety at Port Praya, St. Jago, (one of the 
Cape de Verd Islands,) on June 13th. They expected to reach 
Cape Palmas about the 25th of June. It appears from a private 
letter, that Mrs. Payne and Mr. Minor, suffered severely and 
almost constantly from sea-sickness, but at the time of writing 
were much recovered from its effects. No letters from Dr. Sa- 
vage since the accounts dated 28th December, three days after 
his arrival. 

China Mission —A letter of advice from the Rev. Mr. Lock- 
wood, dated Batavia, March 3d, intimates that he and his col- 
league were well. The Rev. Mr. Boone and wife sailed from 
Boston in the ship Louvre, Captain Gray, on the Sth of July, for 
Batavia and Singapore. The kindness of Mr. Howard, the 
Agent of the Committee, and the many friends of the Mission in 
Boston, in providing for the comfort of these individuals, is ac- 
knowledged with thanks. 

Rev. H. Southgate.—At the latest date from Mr. §., (May 10,) 
he had returned from Broosa, where he had gone about a month 
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previously on a short excursion. He was preparing to depart 


from Constantinople for Persia. 

Greek Mission. Dates from Athens, 25th April, say, ‘“ Our 
family are all in health, and our schools contain 600 scholars.” 
The Rev. Mr. Benton and family had arrived in Crete, and 
found a very favorable disposition towards the school proposed 
to be immediately established. From Syra no letters have been 
received since the end of December. 


BOARD OF MISSIONS. 
Attention is called to the important sentiments contained in the 
following extract of the Proceedings of the Board, being-part of 
a Report submitted to that body by a Committee, of which Bishop 


'M‘Ilyaine was chairman, and accepted by the Board. While it 


enjoins no rule, it recognises a delightful means of christian ad- 
vancement— The Monthly Parochial Meeting. 


“ Your Committee further recommend, that while it is of great 
benefit that the General Agent should, as much as possible, con- 
sistently with his other duties, visit the dioceses and parishes, and 
bring all this cause and its necessities seasonably to the. remem- 
brance of the people, it should be constantly inculcated upon the 
clergy and the parishes that the dependence of the Society forthe 
supply of pecuniary means cannot be placed upon such measures ; 
they are necessarily too seldom and partial. The only depend- 
ence, under God, is upon the faithful, persevering efforts of all 
and every of the clergy, by line upon line, to instruct their people 
in their duty as members of Christ’s church, and as bound to have 
in constant exercise ‘the word that was in Christ Jesus.’ The 
steady principle of living unto Christ, and of consecrating all we 
have to his service, and of giving as we are enabled to further his 
Gospel, and of counting it a precious privilege to be workers to- 
gether with God in the salvation of a lost world; this, earnestly 
preached and taught in all our parishes, would, under the Divine 
blessing, create a source of wealth for our Society to work, more 
precious than rubies. In connection with this, and as eminently 
important to its end, your Committee would express the opinion 
that the monthly parochial meeting, at which the pastor specially 
calls his people to prayer for the propagation of the Gospel, affec- 
tionately instructs them in all that pertains to Christian duty and 
virtue as connected with the Missionary cause, and keeps their 
minds informed as to the state of the work at home and abroad, 
what is needed, what is doing, &c., is of great consequence to a 
Missionary Society—of great influence in the promotion of genu- 
ine and active piety, and ought to be promoted in the church by 
all appropriate means.”
